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ABSTRACT 

The social studies core curriculum presented in this 
guide represents those standards of learning that are essential for 
all grade 7-12 students in the state of Utah. For each secondary 
social studies course, core standards are established, as well as the 
objectives that should be used to meet the standards. The following 
courses are covered for Grades 7-8: Utah Studies and U.S. History. 
Grades 9-12 study World Cultural Geography, Part I; Ancient World 
Civilizations and/or Modern World Civilizations or European History; 
U.S. Studies; Economics; Psychology; Sociology; U.S. Government/Law; 
and World Cultural Geography, Part II. A course description and 
prerequisites are listed for each course. This guide also contains 
the elementary and secondary school program of study and high school 
graduation requirements, and outlines the required core curriculum 
for the elementary, middle, and high school levels. (DB)

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INTRODUCTION 



Action by the State Board of Education in January of 1934 estab- 
lished a policy requiring the identification of specific core cur- 
riculum standards which must be completed by all students K-12 as a 
requisite for graduation from Utah's secondary schools. This action 
was followed hy three years of extensive work involving all levels of 
the education family in the process of identifying, trial testing, and 
refining these core curriculum standards for Utah's schools. 

The core curriculum represents these standerds of learning tnat 
are essantial for ail students. They are the ideas, concepts, and 
skills that provide a foundation on which subsequent learnings may be 
built. 

The core should be taught with respect for di f ferences in learn- 
ing styles, learning rates, and indiviaual capabilities without losing 
sight of the cormron cocis. Although the core curriculum standard?, are 
intended to occupy a major part of the school program, they are not 
the total curriculum of a level or course.

This unparalleled responsibility makes it imperative tnat each elemental j 
school be orovidea v\itn effective leadersnip, meaningful standards, a bal- 
anced curriculum, sufficient means, and competent statf. 



Secondary Education 

The secondary school should pro\ide the ooportunity f or every student tc 
nave a challenging educational experience wnich will prepare him/her to pur 
sue a fulfilling and productive role ir. society, which both transmits and 
enhances our culture. A comprehensive curriculum with enough flexibility t 
strengthen individ'ja* talents and interests must be available for all stu- 
dents.

The Board establisnes minimum course description standards and oojecti/es 
for each course in the required general core. Course descriptions for 
required and elective courses are developed cooperatively by local school 
districts and the Utan State Office of Education, The descriptions snail 
contain mastery criteria for tne course and shall stress mastery of the 
criteria rather than completion of predetermined time allotments for 
suoject s. Implementation and assessment procedures are the resoonsioiiity 
cf local school districts.

People are social beings who need wholesome hurnan relationships ?nci 
productive problem solving skills. Social studies helps to fulfill these 
needs spd is the major area in the school's general education program 
which is concerned with the preparation of students in becoming respons- 
ible, actional, participating citizens ir: a pluralistic, democratic so- 
ciety and in a world whicn is becoming increasingly interdependent. 

Citizenship/character education is a particular focus of social 
studies and is also a subject which fosters an interdisciplinary approach 
in the curriculum. Development of the means whereby the essential 
Drocesses, values, and capabilities ur.dergirding our society can be 
perpetuated and improved is one of the major reasons for the existence of 
schools. 

To the social sciences (history, geography, sociology, psychology, 
anthropology, economics, and political science) new fields nf study have 
beer added wnich include studies in law-related, values, Career, interna- 
tional, multi-cultural, and free enterprise education. All of tnese sub- 
jects are integrated at eacn level/course in the core curriculum. 

a primary goe". for all students and teachers is increasing thei^ 
ability to be more productive, which contributes to acquiring and main- 
taining e higher standard of living. 

The social studies core curr'cjlum at each level/course begins with 
the identification of higher level thinking standards and objectives, 
i.e., listening, speaKinc, reading, writing, thinking, and citizenship/ 
cnaracter skills, wnich can bt incorporated in teaching strategies with 
all other standards and objectives. 

One of the most commonly accepted principles of learning that has 
beer incorporated in the social stucies core curriculum is the importance 
of integration— of emohasizuiq the understanding of concepts and processes 
ove r tne mere acquisition of isolated facts. 

Stressing the mastery of integrated knowledge helps students to move 
from what is known to an understanding of the unknown, to s*e relation- 
ships and patterns arid begin to make generalizations, to understand the 
inter-relatedness of the subject and skills areas, and to succeed in 
1 naming. An integrated curriculum helps students learn how to learn. 

hi conclusion, the social studies core curriculum at all levels em- 
phasizes: 

1. Higher level thinking a r d process skills. 

2. Citizenship/character practices and principles. 

3. Basic American values. 

4. Economic literacy. 

5. American Democratic governance- 

6. Global awareness and geographic skills.
